A description of city boun- 
daries will be ready this week 
to be tacked onto the district 
boundary map. It will be pre- 
sented to the Boundaries Com- 
mission on March 3 and they 
will set a hearing date. At the 
same time, the district attor- 
ney will prepare a freeholder’s 
petition asking for annexation 
of the city to the district. 
Names of 75 Menlo Park resi- 
cents will be required. 


Johnson said he couldn’t 


see any problems in getting 
that many signatures. After

The contract with the dis- 
trict would be for the amount 
that would have been raised on 
city assessed value by the 1960- 
61 district tax. 


If the tax rate is reduced to 
2 cents from the present 3 


cents, this will be about $9000. | 


The city would raise the 
money by applying what would 
have been the district tax rate 
on top of the present city rate. 


And the district will set its 
1960-61 rate based on the 
knowledge that money will be 
coming in from Menlo Park as 
originally planned.

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Pat’s Put His Foot 
Into Trouble—Again 


| Our Good Governor Edmund G. “Pat” Brown has gone 


and got himself in dutch — again. 


He’s been there before. But his other excursions into 
the depth of disdain —the disdain of our newspaper col- 
leagues, that is—have concerned such things as fiscal 
policies and determination to send northern water down 
south, 


And then there was the time newspapermen thought 
the Good Gov was trying to impose censorship on news of 
Sacramento doings. 


All those peccadillos — in the eyes of our newspaper 
colleagues — were flyspecks, however, compared to the 
boo-boo he has pulled now. This time he has really trod on 
the bunion! 


He has committed the unpardonable sin of taking a 
round-house swing at advertising. To a newspaperman — 
or a member of any one of the mass-media professions — 
that is equivalent to snatching crusts from the mouths of 
starving children. 

Those advertising crusts are the bread of the media, 
business; without them newspapers, radio, television as we 
know them all would fade away. 


“America’s basic values are sound,” the Governor said. 
“But we need help to free us from the hypnotic spiel of the 
hucksters and’ the hard sell... I can assure you that 
many of us in public affairs are doing our part.” 


America should be ashamed, he said, of spending more 
on alcohol, tobacco and advertising than on education. 

Now we, too, resent the lumping of advertising with 
alcohol and tobacco. The Advertising Association of the 
West was right to make a quick reply, pointing out that 
only last February the Governor praised advertising for its 
tremendous services as an educational and financial bul- 
wark of America’s high standard of living and our free 
enterprise system. 

We, too, take a dim view of some groups that consider 
themselves “above” advertising and describe it as “un- 
ethical.” Without advertising those groups —and all the 
rest of the country — would not enjoy the kind of living 
that our nation enjoys today. 

But we believe the Governor’s two statements — one in 
praise of advertising, the other decrying the “hucksters’— 
are not entirely incompatible. 

There is a species of advertising today that makes us, 
too, flinch, that makes us a little ashamed, a little uncer- 
tain of America’s “values.” We think of the use of romantic 
interest and the female form to sell everything from beer 
to hair tonic. We think of Greek statuary plugging deodo- 
rants, of pseudo-scientists explaining that the flugometer 
proves the power of their secret formula, with the ingre- 
dient Trisaccharide*. We think of walking, disembodied 
girdles and of trap-doors in the stomach. 

That we — and the Governor — are not alone in think- 
ing that some forms of advertising are objectionable is 
proved by recent announcements that the Association of 
National Advertisers has adopted a self-policing program 
“in recognition of the danger that the economy could be 
serious damaged if the credibility, believability and public 
acceptance of advertising is impaired.” 

Governor, we agree that some advertising is bad. But 
we join our colleagues in protesting your broadside swipe 
at the profession in general, and we protest your implica- 
tion that the public needs governmental help to protect it 
from such -misuses of advertising’s tremendous power for 
good. 

For our own small part, we shall continue to make 
every effort to see to it that no false, misleading or objec- 
tionable advertising appears in our pages.

‘Swarms of Locusts’ 
Better Find a New Nest 


Judging from some of the remarks passed at. last 
week’s meeting of the city council, apartment house own- 
ers in Menlo Park are in a position to cut their own throats. 

It was reported, in letters received by the council, that 
apartment dwellers’ cars were appearing, “like swarms of 
locusts,” in front of single-family residences since the city’s 
ban on all-night parking was lifted for a 90-day moratorium. 

The council, in setting up the moratorium, said it was 
doing so in order to give apartment owners and residents 
a chance to find more space for their cars. 

Whether or not the apartment owners are looking for 
space and buying land isn’t known to us at this point, but 
it would be a good idea if they take the council's stand at 
face value and start looking. 

After all, this is still, basically, a single-family-resi- 
dence sort of a town. 

It’s supported, in the main, by residents of single- 
family homes. Its laws are naturally designed to protect 
the interests of these single-family home dwellers; the fact 
that individual landlords can make more money by renting 
two-car families one-car carports, should not be allowed 
to dilute this point of view. 

Unless something is done during the 90-day mora- 
torium, nothing could cause stricter enforcement of the 
laws against overnight parking on the streets than the 
present apparent total disregard for their spirit. 

Unless those “swarms of locusts” find a new nest soon, 
they'll find the roof of the old one falling on them when 
the time is up.

But today the horsefly in the 
ointment is the shoestring 
handbook in small towns that 
permits the working man to 
donate without leaving his job, 
and oft times if the bettors 
happen to coincidentally “hit,” 
the phony bookmaker pays off 
with bum checks and departs 
for parts unknown. 


Another racket of the psuedo 
bookie, is to get the results of 
a race by private wire before 
taking any bets, thus making 
it impossible for sucker money 
to win, and the small town 
gambler hasn’t a chance. The 
operator or bookie dodges the 
State tax. If these hand books 
are not promptly driven out, 
they will become so numerous 
throughout the State that, 
through petty embezzlements, 
the tracks will be inevitably 
closed.

Creche Opponent 
Answers Editorial 


Editor, the Recorder. 

Although one of the main points of the 
lead editorial in the Menlo Park Recorder 
of January 28th concerning the issue of 
a nativity scene on public land was that 
it was “pretty small-time”, the Recorder 
saw fit to accord it a four column spread 
across the editorial page half a foot high: 
This, in addition to a page-wide story four 
inches high on the front page above the 
masthead. Now, for small-time news this 
is pretty big-time coverage. The only con- 
clusions are that the Recorder devotes an 
unreasonable amount of space to unim- 
portant issues, or that the issue is actually 
more than “small-time” news, 

The comments in that editorial deserve 
to be answered, but first I should like’ to 
call to the attention of the editorial writer, 
the description of my relationship to the 
ACLU as it was correctly reported on the 
front page: I am not a “representative of 
the ACLU” as described in the editorial 
but rather ‘‘a citizen who is raising a legiti- 
mate question and not a spokesman for 
the ACLU.” 

The writer of the editorial is demolish- 
ing a straw man when he introduces the 
question of religious books in libraries, 
religious art in museums, ete. and implies 
that one opposed to nativity scenes should 
also be opposed to them. None of those 
issues was one that I mentioned in my 
letter to Mayor Lawson, none is one I am 
opposed to, and none of them is similar to 
the question of a creche in a city park. 

The principle of freedom of assemblage 
and expression which gives a man the 
right to speak before an audience in a 
city park, does not allow that same man 
the privilege of erecting a structure in 
that same park and maintaining it there 
for a month. In the first case, the im- 
portance of freedom of speech is bal- 
anced against the danger to the society 
which might result from that speech. 
Unless there is a “clear and present 
danger” free speech wins. The semi- 
permanent display of an object of Chris- 
tian reverence does not, I feel, fall 
under the protection of freedom of speech, 
but instead constitutes support and ap- 
proval by the city government when ‘it 
allows such a display on public land. 

If, for some reason, the nativity scene is 
permitted this coming Christmas, and the 
city refuses me the right to erect my own 
religious display (I was thinking of an 
Aztec sacrificial altar) I expect that the 
Recorder will aid me editorially since it 
was Stated that the Recorder believes all 
groups should have the right to erect dis- 
plays.

Among recent incorporations 
of new cities in this area, 
Woodside’s formation proba- 
bly stands out as an example 
of orderliness and lack of con- 
flict. 

As an example of uncontest- 
ed annexation of new territory, 
last year’s annexation of 11.6 
square miles to the city of Men- 
lo Park probably represents a 
deal involving as little conflict 
as possible. 

In all 11.6 square miles, how- 
ever, there were only two hu- 
man residents. 

PEOPLE ARE PROBLEM 

Whether or not your annexa- 
tion or incorporation can be 
pulled together without trou- 
ble is a problem of “people:” 
what are the individuals involv- 
ed going to think about the 
idea. 

Successive incorporation at- 
tempts in the East Palo Alto 
area have met with successive 
defeats, largely because groups 
and individuals opposed to in- 
corporation have shown them- 
selves to be militant, vocal, 
and quite ready and willing to 
resort to legalisms in order to 
block any form of municipal 
organization. 

Menlo Park's annexation, 


“Elliott drive” area is a case 
in point. 

At first, it seemed as if a 
much larger area of Fast Palo 
Alto west of Bayshore freeway 
would be included in the an- 
nexation. The petition-passers 
—all East Palo Alto residents, 
since the city feels that annex- 
ations should be initiated and 
put through by residents of the 
area involved — said that the 
bulk of residents in the area 
bounded by San Francisquito 
creek, the freeway and Menal- 
to avenue wanted to join the 
city. 

PLANS IN CONFLICT 

As soon as this got on the 
maps, however, the picture 
changed radically. Somebody 
filed a map of a proposed “Un- 
iversity City’ composed of 
that area, and meantime, it was 
found that the boundaries as 
proposed conflicted with an- 
other proposed “East Palo Al- 
to” incorporation, since there 
was doubt as to whether or not 
boundaries should be held to 
this or that side of the free- 
way. 

The result was a with- 

drawal of legal documents, 
a re-drawing of maps and a 


showing a smaller “Elliott 
drive” area to be annexed. 

Dedicated independents, in 
East Palo Alto, apparently 
think they’re ahead of the 
game because they’ve avoided 
city taxes for another round. 
But concerned individuals, 
who think the area’ deserves 
a better list of services than 
the county is providing, are 
still plugging ahead to see if 
they can get the area annexed 
—to something. 

Latest move of the incorpo- 
rationists was to contact the 
Palo Alto city council. They 
were told that annexation to 
that community, across a coun- 
ty line, wasn’t feasible. 
SMOOTH OPERATION 


Woodside, on the other hand, 
put itself together with so lit- 
tle trouble it’s hard to recall 
just how the campaign went, 

It was largely the work of a 
handful of women who armed 
themselves with all kinds of in- 
formation, passed the petitions 
necessary for presentation to 
the county board. of supervi- 
sors, and hired an attorney

There was a little backing

Meantime, although Menlo 
Park city government is pret- 
ty much taken for granted, it 
must be recalled that final in- 
corporation of the town wasn’t 
easy, and even today there are 
unincorporated “islands” sur- 
rounded on three or more sides 
by the incorporated city. 

It took more than four years 
—from 1923 until 1927—to get 
the city incorporated, and 
there was a full budget of ex- 
cursions and alarms, march- 
ing and countermarching, peti- 
tion-passing, committee meet- 
ings, study groups and what- 
not. 

However, it can be point- 
ed out’ that incorporation 
probably pays off. Had Men- 
lo Park stayed unincorporat- 
ed, its property values and 
zoning standards—and level 
of public services — would 
not be what they are today. 
That Portola Valley residents 

recognize the advantages of 
municipal organization is evi- 
dent. Just how easily they 
achieve their aim—in one way 
or another—will depend large- 
Iy on how well. the various 
groups now studying the prob- 
lem coordinate their efforts 
and agree in advance on the 
proper approach, 


the Bayshdre Freeway will | 
provide a direct safe route’to © 


Woodside, Atherton and Menlo’ 
Park. So the county is’ not’ 
shelling out funds’ for’ the 
benefit of one city but four. 
Anyone who has to travel any- 
where in the vicinity of Five 
Points will agree that ‘the 
money will be well spent. 

The county will not pay out 
the money all in one year, 
rather it will be spread over a 
10-year period at $25,000 a 
year’ so other areas will not 
suffer too much in their ap- 
peal for a share of the county 
gas tax'funds. On top of that, 
Redwood City must approve a 
contribution of $750,000 
through a bond issue before 
the county is obligated to pay 
anything.

Five Points: One thing we do’ 
feel is that the area can’t wait’ 
10 years or longer for this 
hazard-out intersection to be 
made safe.

It will also be the debut ap- 
pearance of the Arthur Miller 
adaption of the Ibsen play on 
the Peninsula and it also will 
signal the initial use of full ep- 
ic staging by a West Coast com- 
pany. This type of staging was 
seen here recently when the 
Lunt-Fontanne road company 
did “The Visit” in San Fran- 
cisco. 

The biting irony of the Ibsen 
classic still has the power to 
sting with an emotional force. 
as it did nearly a century ago 
when it was first seen by Euro- 
pean ‘audiences, who turned 
from Ibsen as “immoral.’”’ The 
theme is simply the story of a 
man who proclaims an unpopu- 
lar truth, and then is railroad- 
ed out of town by his neigh- 
bors. “A minority may be 
right, but a majerity is always 
wrong,” says Dr. Stockmann, 
the play’s hero. 

The Miller version, which 
contemporizes the speech, 
apdates scientific allusions 
and uses social terms with
